Green Peppers en Casserole 

Parboil six. green peppers for 
five minutes, then cut off the stem- 
ends and remove the seeds.

Wilhoite Agrees to Drop Case 
Against His Sister Involving 
Threats to Murder in View 
of Suspended Sentence 


Ralph A. Wilhoite, cashier 
of the Los Angeles County Tax 
Collector’s office, this after- 
noon drew a sentence of 60 
days in the county jail, which 


iwas suspended upon recom- 


mendation of Deputy District 
Attorney “A. S. Maloney, who 
prosecuted an assault charge 
against him in Judge George 
R. Crane’s court, preferred by 
his sister, Mrs. Gale Wilhoite 
Oldham, wife of Jack (‘‘Red’’) 
Oldham, well-known Coast 
League baseball star. 

Mrs. Oldham, who proved 
the star witness at the trial, 
testified that her brother who, 
with his wife, had accompani- 
ed her to the Upland home of 
their mother, Mrs. Lucy Wil- 
hoite, a state officer of the 


whieh followed her request for 
a small loan to pay a repair 
bill on her ear, struck her in 
the face until she fell down, 
and then kicked her. The sis- 
ter testified that the attack 
was the more serious because 
she had only been out of the 
hospital seven weeks following 
a very serious surgical opera- 
tion. 

“When her brother left the 
room, according to her tes‘ i- 
mony, following the atrack, 
Mrs. Oldham crawled on her 
hands and knees to the tele- 
phone to call the police and 
when he came toward her 
again, she said, she seized a 
vase and threatened to kill 
him if he dif not leave her 
alone. The brother, however, 
wrenched the vase from her 
hand. 

Asked by Attorney O. C. 
Hill, who represented W ilhoite 
in court, if she did not agree 
to drop the case against her 
brother provided he would pay 
her $90, which she claimed he 
owed her, Mrs. Oldham warm- 
ly denied the allegation, as- 
serting that he had owed her 
much more than that amount 
for over five years and that 
she had informed him that the 
only way she would ever get 
it would be to take it out of 
his hide. She declared her 
brother had beaten her fifty 
times, but that this was the 
firs occasion she had caused 
She admitted that 
sha had agreed to drop the ac- 
tion if Wilhoite would apolo- 
gize and see her cafely back 
to Los Angeles, but he refused.

resulted to household goods and 
merchandise as result of the 
smoke caused by orchard heating, 
Young expressed the opinion that 
while improvement of “smudge 
pots” will lessen the amount of 
smoke no improvement will result 
in its complete elimination. He 
stressed the necessity of proper 
regulation of heaters as a means 
of economizing fuel. 

Letters from inventors, near-in- 
ventors and cranks come to the 
bureau daily from all ends of the 
country, telling of contrivances to 
take the place of smudge pots, ac- 
cording to Young. He told of ex- 
periments made with “wind jam- 
mers,” devices to be placed above 
a grove at regular intervals to 
create a downward breeze and pre- 
vent the forming of a blanket of 
eold air among the trees. The 
device has proven unsuccessful as 
yet. 

Overhead sprinkling 
have also proved ineffective. 

Humorous instances were cited 
by Young showing damages which 
have been sufféred by citrus grow- 
ers through carelessness in carry- 
ing out their smudging operations. 
He told of the grower who had 
his smudge pots all set but” when
